"Pirst of all, the contest was sot intended to be a means of in- 
creasing one's list of veries. if such was the case, we would have pick- 
ed some of tis harder stutions. The whole idea was to build up a week- 
end of unusuel dicling for the Dxkers -~ and I think we accomplished that 
pur,;ose. Therefore, since the stations chosen are relatively easy to hear 
there should Rave been no great demund for veriese 


"Secondly, we started out with the idea of verifying ho stations 
ourselves and having all such requests go direct to the stations them- 
Selves. Tuis was what we did last year. However, the stations came right 
back and .ore than a dozen of them asked to be relieved of the necessity 
of verifyin,. fhey were willing to put on the broadcast, but felt that 
tne job of issuing confirmations was just a little too much .! 


"That put the job of verifying on my shoulders -~ and I can tell 
vou that I didn't relish the task at all. So I hit upon the 16-cent idea 
witn two purposes in wind -=- to discourage requests because of the price 
nd to oar tue expenses of tuose thet did come tarough .™ 


"Tt is not part of my job to run a Mystery DX Contest and I am uncer 
no obligation to do so. lt is nierely my idea of adding a little something 
to the jeneral interest of the magazine, and I do it entirely on my own, 
PURLIeeNoOne, f j.et Neve tre, San or wit wha Cev er.)

In many other instances, 
follow-up letters and incidental correspondence was necessary. To date

wlontns has gone into tne contest."
